Chinese Population In Canada 

Number Of Chinese Resident In 
Dominion Is Given As 55,706 

According to reports tabled in the] 
House of Commons, three Chfliese 
immigrants are admitted to Canada 
during the fiscal year 1927-28, two of 
whom were women. Two students 
coming to attend Canadian univer¬ 
sities were admitted as non-immi¬ 
grants. Eleven Chinese were deport¬ 
ed during the year. 

The registration carried on during 
1923-24 shows a Chinese population 
in Canada of approximately 55,706. 
Of this number, 48,305 were males, 
1,302 females, and 6,099 children un-1 
der 18 years of age. Of the total, 
British Columbia had 31,116 Chinese 
residents. 

The number of Japanese entering 
Canada in 1927 was 511, and in 1928 
535. Of the total for two years, 273 
were adult males, 557 adult females, 
and 216 children under 18 years of 
age.

Wilkins Party Halted By Melting Ice 
At Expedition Base 

The Antarctic was almost 
warm for airplane exploration during 
the time the Wilkins expedition was 
at its base at Deception Island early 
this winter, Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
leader of the party, said after his 
arrival from South America. 

The earliest summer season in 14 
years melted ice at the expedition 
base and deprived Wilkins of the 
use of snow-equipped planes, the ex¬ 
plorer said. 

Wilkins said he made no attempt 
to reach the soyth pole, approaching 
only within 650 miles of it, devoting 
his time to preliminary survey for 
weather observation stations in the 
Antarctic.

Electric Power In Alberta 

Transmission Lines Spreading Over 
Province At a Rapid Rate 

The rapid rate at which electric 
transmission lines have been spread 
over the province of Alberta, espe¬ 
cially during 1928, is indicated in a 
recently issued government report 
A network of high tension lines now 
radiates east and west, north and 
south over the central and southern 
part of the province. There is a 
continuous line from Edmonton in 
the north to Magrath south of Leth¬ 
bridge, in the south, with the excep¬ 
tion of the gap of leas than thirty 
miles betweeen Millet and Ponoka 
still to be closed. 

One power company, with head¬ 
quarters in Calgary, is operating 332 
miles of 66,000-volt lines and 839 
miles of 13,200-volt lines. Of this I 
mileage approximately 50 miles of | 
66,000-volt lines, and 474 miles of 
13,200 volt lines were built during | 
1928, and the company’s territory in 
the north now extends as far east 
as Wainwright and Hardistty

Prof. Shotwell Was Close Adviser Of 

Woodrow-Wilson and One Of the 

Authors Of Kellogg Peace Pact 

Mr. E. J. Garland and the Prime 
Minister deserve thanks for disclos¬ 
ing to Parliament recently that one 
of the real authors of the Kellogg 
Peace Pact i3 none other than 
Canadian, Prof. Shotwell, of Colum¬ 
bia University. Canada has given 
many notable figures to the indus¬ 
trial, commercial and academic life 
of the United States. It is doubt¬ 
ful whether she has given anyone | 
who has made a more distinguished 
contribution to the republic than 
Prof. Shotwell. Born in Cam 
educated in Canada, Prof. Shotwell 
stands today as one of the most emi¬ 
nent figures in the whole scholastic 
field of the United States. His name, 
indeed, is known wherever interna¬ 
tional or world politics is discussed; 
the pity is that it is not better known 
among his own countrymen here in 
Canada. 

Prof. Shotwell first arrested world 
attention when he became one of 
the close advisers of Woodrow Wil¬ 
son in the sphere of foreign affairs. 
When th t e Peace Treaty of Versailles 
was in the making, he was in Paris; 
and later on, in pamphlets and nu¬ 
merous volumes and newspaper ar¬ 
ticles and lectures he has dealt with 
International questions with a schol¬ 
arship and sure grasp of realities 
rivalled by few of his contempor¬ 
aries. 

Prof. Shotwell, in fact, must be 
ranked among the greatest of living 
Canadians. The pity is that, like 
many another, he is an exile from 
the land his talents could serve so 
well.

Aviators Anxious To Reach Europe 
By Greenland Route 
A letter has been received in 
Cochrane, Ontario, from Bert Has¬ 
sells and his partner, Crammer, stat¬ 
ing that it is their intention to make 
another attempt this year to estab¬ 
lish an aerial mail route from Chi¬ 
cago to Stockholm, Sweden, via 
Greenland.
